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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tutbury  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Tutbury  Rural  District  for  the  year  1968.  This  report  has  been 
drafted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/69. 

At  this  time  of  change  when  the  structure  of  Local  Government 
is  receiving  close  scrutiny  and  the  re-organisation  of  the  Health 
Services  is  imminent,  one  feels  that  each  Annual  Report  may  be  the 
last  before  sweeping  changes  are  announced  which  will  alter  completely 
the  present  system  of  administration.  In  some  ways  change  is  inevitable, 
and  indeed  desirable ;  no-one  would  deny  this.  Rut  while  the  battle 
is  raged  around  us  and  words  fly  backwards  and  forwards  like  missiles, 
many  of  us  who  are  employed  by  small  Local  Authorities  cannot 
help  but  deplore  what  appears  to  be  the  death  throes  of  Local 
Government  as  we  know  it.  No  department  will  mourn  its  passing 
more  than  the  Public  Health  Department  where  the  personal  touch, 
and  being  accessible  to  the  public,  is  so  important.  No  doubt  the 
mechanics  of  administration  will  be  performed  with  commendable 
efficiency  as  a  result  of  the  proposed  reorganisation,  but  I  believe  that 
the  impersonal  machine  of  computerised  administration  will  result  in 
small  communities  being  deprived  of  local  representation  by  someone 
familiar  with  their  affairs,  and  in  individuals  no  longer  having  redress 
to  local  officials,  who  also  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  district, 
with  complaints  and  difficulties. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  7  that  in  addition  to  the 
expected  rise  in  population  of  Barton-under-Needwood,  Branston, 
Rolleston  and  Stretton,  where  housing  development  is  proceeding 
fairly  rapidly,  there  has  been  a  slow  but  steady  rise  in  population  in 
other  Parishes,  viz.  Outwoods,  Tutbury  and  Yoxall,  giving  an  overall 
increase  of  approximately  8,000  in  your  district  since  the  Census 
of  1961. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid- 1968  population  was 
23,960,  and  the  vital  statistics  relating  to  that  year,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Infant  Death  Rate,  vary  very  slightly  from  those  for  1967.  An 
increase  of  seven  in  the  Infant  Death  Rate  per  1,000  live  births  may 
seem  high,  but  these  rates  can  be  misleading  with  a  relatively  small 
unit  of  population.  The  actual  number  of  infant  deaths  during  1968 
was  eight,  three  more  than  the  previous  year.  A  breakdown  of  the 
causes  of  these  infant  deaths  is  given  in  the  table  of  causes  of  death  at 
different  periods  of  life. 

In  the  sphere  of  infectious  disease,  legislation  was  passed  in  1968 
which  consolidated  all  the  previous  regulations  relating  to  the  notifica¬ 
tion  and  prevention  of  infectious  disease.  Alterations  were  made  to  the 
list  of  defined  notifiable  diseases ;  these  are  given  in  detail  in  the 
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appropriate  section  of  this  report.  In  addition  the  powers  of  a  Local 
Authority  to  require  a  person  to  stop  work  in  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection  were  extended  to  permit  action  in  cases  of  food 
poisoning,  and  the  powers  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  vaccinate 
contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  smallpox  were  extended  to  other 
diseases,  e.g.  poliomyelitis. 

The  Meals-on- Wheels  Service  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily 
in  Tutbury  Rural  District  during  1968.  This  service  is  a  great  boon 
to  the  recipients,  not  only  because  of  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  meal 
itself,  but  because  it  also  means  regular  visits  to  elderly  people  who  may 
be  living  alone  and  having  few  callers.  At  this  point  I  should  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  W.R.V.S.  who  carry  out  so  efficiently  the  day-to-day 
running  of  this  valuable  service  in  your  district. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  body  of  this  report,  and  particularly  in 
the  section  supplied  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  the 
environmental  services  in  the  district,  but  bare  statistics  cannot  always 
be  correlated  with  the  volume  of  work  dealt  with  by  the  Department. 
Every  year  brings  new  legislation  which  increases  the  work  load  of 
Local  Government  Officials.  Comparison  of  the  statistics  now 
required  to  be  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  both  direct 
to  the  Minister  and  in  the  Annual  Report,  compared  with  those  of 
twenty  or  even  ten  years  ago,  reveals  the  build-up  of  statutory  duties 
over  the  years.  But  much  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
goes  unrecorded.  One  cannot  express  in  statistical  terms  the  time 
involved  in  interviews  and  telephone  conversations  reassuring  and 
advising  people  who  are  anxious,  aggrieved  or  distressed.  Hours  can 
be  spent  on  a  case  which  may  have  first  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  as  a  routine  housing  enquiry.  Further  investigation  may 
reveal  other  problems  requiring  attention,  then  the  business  of  co¬ 
ordinating  the  necessary  services  begins.  In  the  Inspector’s  note¬ 
book  an  entry  is  made  for  statistical  purposes,  one  visit  for,  say, 
investigation  of  a  complaint.  But  how  does  one  record  the  time  spent 
attempting  to  alleviate  human  discomfort  or  distress  ? 

It  remains  for  me  to  thank  Mr.  Brunning,  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  co-operation  during  the  year  in  spite  of 
indifferent  health,  and  Mr.  Gamble  his  Deputy,  for  the  conscientious 
and  competent  way  in  which  he  has  shouldered  extra  responsibilities 
occasioned  by  Mr.  Brunning’s  illness.  I  should  also  like  to  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  work  carried  out  by  Mr.  Lea,  the  Pupil  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Mrs.  Flatt,  our  Clerk.

The  Tutbury  Rural  District  is  situated  in  Eastern  Staffordshire, 
its  northern  boundary  being  the  river  Dove  and  its  eastern  and 
southern  boundaries  being  the  river  Trent,  except  where  the  Rural 
District  borders  to  the  County  Borough  of  Burton  upon  Trent.  The 
area  of  the  District  is  approximately  fifty  square  miles  and  it  consists 
of  twelve  civil  parishes  which  include  ten  villages  and  six  hamlets. 

The  Rural  District  lies  on  the  Keupar  Marl  and  thick  masses 
of  gypsum  occur  in  the  parishes  of  Hanbury  and  Tutbury.  The 
greater  part  of  the  District  is  undulating  and  well  wooded,  forming 
part  of  the  ancient  Needwood  Forest,  apart  from  the  portion  which 
lies  in  the  Trent  Valley.  The  soil  is  fertile  and  the  area  under 
cultivation  is  large.  In  the  river  valleys  there  are  large  deposits  of 
sand  and  gravel  which  are  extensively  worked. 


Whilst  the  principal  industry  of  the  Rural  District  is  agriculture, 
other  industries  are  to  be  found  in  the  various  villages.  At  Tutbury, 
high-class  glassware  is  produced  by  Messrs.  Webb  Corbett  Ltd.,  and 
in  this  area  gypsum  and  alabaster  are  extensively  mined  and  prepared 
into  plaster,  plaster-board,  etc.  by  Gyproc  Ltd. 


At  Stretton,  Pirelli  Ltd.  have  a  large  factory  which  produces 
principally  vehicle  tyres  and  slippers. 

In  the  Branston  area,  where  sand  and  gravel  are  extracted,  are 
the  factories  of  the  Marley  Tile  Co.  Ltd.,  Spun  Concrete  Ltd.  and  the 
Burton  Box  Co.  Ltd.,  which  makes  cardboard  boxes.

As  from  the  15th  June,  1968,  Infective  Jaundice  became  a  notifiable 
disease  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968. 

On  the  1st  October,  1968,  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1968,  came  into  force  making  the  following  alterations 
to  the  defined  notifiable  infectious  diseases  : 

(i)  Acute  Pneumonia,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Acute 
Rheumatism  no  longer  to  be  notified. 

(ii)  Tetanus  and  Yellow  Fever  to  be  notified  for  the  first  time. 

It  will  be  appreciated,  therefore,  that  the  following  table  will 
not  give  the  complete  picture  with  regard  to  the  incidence  of  the 
diseases  required  to  be  notified  for  the  first  time  during  1968,  or  those 
for  which  notification  was  no  longer  necessary  after  1st  October,  1968.

Tuberculosis  is  still  a  more  frequent  cause  of  death  than  any 
of  the  other  notifiable  acute  specific  infections  however,  and  while 
improved  economic  and  social  conditions  have  played  a  part  in  re¬ 
ducing  the  incidence  of  this  disease  the  traditional  preventive  measures, 
viz.  mass  radiography,  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  contact  tracing,  must 
be  pursued  with  diligence. 

With  regard  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  Schools,  this  service  is 
available  to  all  children  in  their  first  year  in  a  Senior  School.  It 
is  a  pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for  tuberculin 
testing  to  be  carried  out.  It  not  only  sorts  out  those  suitable  for 
vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom  there  is  a  strong  positive 
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reaction,  and  in  whom  an  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the  order 
of  0  350  per  1,000  may  be  expected  within  the  next  2\  years.  These 
strongly  positive  reactors  need  supervision,  and  this  is  usually 
arranged  with  the  Chest  Physician  for  both  them  and  their  contacts. 
For  other  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is  sufficient  to 
arrange  an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 


PROPHYLAXIS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


As  you  are  aware,  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the  responsible 
Authority  throughout  the  County  with  regard  to  immunisation  and 
vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  Annual  Report,  however,  it  is  customary  to 
include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the  various 
age  groups  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area  Health 
Office,  were  protected  against  infectious  disease  during  the  year 
under  review. 


In  April,  1968,  the  Ministry  of  Health  made  available  measles 
vaccination  for  the  immunisation  of  all  susceptible  children  up  to  the 
age  of  15  years.  Previously  this  had  been  offered  only  to  pre-school 
children  in  certain  groups,  where  it  was  considered  more  dangerous 
for  them  to  develop  measles  than  the  ordinary  child,  e.g.  children 
with  chronic  disease  of  heart  or  lungs. 

The  extension  of  the  Measles  Vaccination  Scheme  was  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccina¬ 
tion  and  Immunisation,  who  also  reviewed  the  complete  Schedule  of 
Immunisations  and  advised  certain  alterations,  in  order  to  obtain  an 
optimum  immunological  response.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  TETANUS 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  for  the  time  being  it  is  necessary  to 
collate  the  numbers  of  children  receiving  protection  in  the  various 
forms  in  order  to  compare  the  response  to  diphtheria  immunisation, 
during  the  year  under  review,  with  that  in  the  previous  years.  As  it 
becomes  standard  procedure  to  give  children  protection  in  the  form 
of  combined  antigens,  the  administration  of  the  immunisation  pro¬ 
gramme  and  the  assessment  of  the  response,  will  become  simplified.

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MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


During  1967  under  permissive  powers  derived  from  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948  (Amendment)  Act  1962,  the  Council  gave  support 
to  the  W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  Scheme  to  enable  it  to  be  operated 
within  the  Rural  District. 

Basically  the  scheme  is  to  provide  cooked  mid-day  meals  twice 
per  week  to  deserving  cases  who,  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity  are  likely 
to  benefit  from  them.  The  meals  are  purchased  from  various  canteens 
at  a  cost  of  between  2/3d.  and  2/8d.  each  ;  the  recipients  pay  1/-  each 
and  the  balance  of  the  cost  is  met  by  this  Council.  Of  this  Council’s 
share  of  the  cost,  50%  is  recovered  from  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council. 

The  W.V.S.  operate  the  delivery  of  meals  and  personal  service 
part  of  the  scheme.  The  W.V.S.  Organiser  for  the  Rural  District  has 
various  Village  Leaders  who  arrange  a  rota  for  the  Ladies  to  deliver 
these  meals.  All  these  W.V.S.  Ladies  volunteer  their  services  and  offer 
their  transport  free  of  charge,  which  means,  of  course,  the  service  is 
administered  very  economically. 

Cases  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  Nurses,  Hospital 
Almoners,  and  others.  The  degree  of  priority  of  each  case  is  assessed 
by  myself  and  your  Clerk  acts  as  co-ordinator  between  the  various 
persons  concerned  in  running  the  service.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

Steady,  if  unspectacular,  progress  has  been  made  in  all  branches 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

Although  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  the  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  at  Tutbury  was  referred  to,  the  confirmation  with  minor 
amendments  was  received  from  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  the  early  part  of  this  year.  The  Order  deals  with  91 
houses  and  it  represents  a  significant  step  in  dealing  with  the  remainder 
of  the  houses  contained  in  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  given 
by  my  fellow  Officers,  especially  those  in  the  Department  who  had  a 
particularly  arduous  task  during  the  extended  period  of  my  illness, 
and  also  of  the  interest  and  support  given  by  all  the  Members  of 
the  Council.

There  are  no  properties  in  the  District  drawing  water  from 
standpipes. 

The  Chief  Chemist  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co. 
advises  me  that  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  0.2  parts 
per  million. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  question  of  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  Tutbury,  Rolleston, 
Anslow  and  Tatenhill  was  again  the  subject  of  much  discussion  during 
the  year.  Unhappily  no  satisfactory  solution  was  reached,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  better  progress  may  soon  be  made  as  the  overloading 
of  the  old  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Tutbury  is  a  serious  problem. 
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Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  and  cesspool  cleansing 

This  service  continues  to  operate  reasonably  satisfactorily,  bearing 
in  mind  the  additional  number  of  houses  built  in  the  District. 
Difficulties  in  maintaining  the  service  on  a  9 — 10  day  average  collection 
period  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour 
because  of  holidays,  sickness,  etc. 

The  additional  precautions  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report  had 
to  be  taken  until  the  area  was  declared  free  following  the  outbreak  of 
foot  and  mouth  disease. 

Refuse  disposal  is  still  by  means  of  controlled  tipping,  boiler  ash 
from  two  hospitals  and  a  Brewery  in  Burton  upon  Trent  being  used  as 
a  primary  cover  on  the  tips. 

Tipping  into  the  three  marl  holes  at  Rolleston  Park  Farm  was 
completed  during  the  year,  and  the  top  soil  which  had  been  stockpiled 
was  used  as  a  final  cover  for  these  tips. 

The  use  of  the  site  at  Postern  House  Farm  was  commenced  in 
August,  and  this  site  is  a  very  useful  one  being  in  the  centre  of  the 
District  and  only  approximately  one  mile  from  the  Depot.  Extensive 
site  works  to  comply  with  the  Trent  River  Authority’s  requirements 
will  be  necessary  in  the  early  part  of  1969,  but  a  sufficient  area  can  be 
utilised  in  the  interim  period. 

The  site  should  last  for  a  minimum  of  five  years,  with  the 
possibility  of  extending  the  area  at  a  later  date,  which  will  automatically 
increase  its  life. 

During  the  year  two  new  Vehicles  were  purchased,  one  being  a 
50  cu.  yd.  S.  &  D.  Pakamatic  to  replace  a  Fore-and-Aft  Tipper.  This 
latter  Vehicle  was  then  released  for  use  in  the  less  thickly  populated 
areas  of  the  District,  and  the  11  cu.  yd.  Side  Loader,  which  was 
previously  used  for  this  purpose,  has  been  retained  as  the  spare  vehicle 
and  the  original  11  cu.  yd.  spare  vehicle  sold  as  scrap. 

The  other  new  vehicle  was  a  1,400  gallon  S.  &  D.  Cesspool 
Emptier  which  replaced  the  original  800  gallon  13  year  old  vehicle, 
which  was  sold  to  an  adjoining  Authority. 

Each  of  these  vehicles  was  fitted  with  an  automatic  hand  washing 
unit,  and  three  additional  units  were  purchased  for  fitting  to  existing 
vehicles. 

In  addition  a  new  and  larger  tractor  was  purchased  together  with 
a  new  trailer,  the  old  units  being  handed  to  the  supplier  in  part  exchange. 

A  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  is  made  from  approximately 
400  properties,  and  in  addition  177  privately  owned  and  35  Council 
owned  cesspools  were  emptied.

In  two  cases  the  matters  were  referred  to  other  Authorities  for 
their  attention,  as  the  sales  took  place  in  their  respective  areas,  and 
investigations  into  the  other  cases  were  completed  by  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this 
district. 

In  two  cases  prosecutions  were  not  found  necessary.  In  the  other 
two  cases  prosecutions  were  taken  with  the  result  that  one  Retailer 
was  fined  £20,  with  costs,  and  the  second  £8,  with  costs. 


Meat

and  all  were  inspected  by  an  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  accompanied  by  me.
